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NEGRO BABY BURNED T0 DEATH,

With Older Brother It Was Lefi in a House
Which Burned to the Ground.
Mother Saved Elder Child.

It is a repetition of the same old
story; children left by their mother
in a house with a fire and the moth-
er returning in time to see the house
destroyed by flames and one of the
children burned to a crisp,

Texana Warner, colored, who
lives on Mr D. B. Cook’s place, be-
low Prosperity, in No. 10 Town-
ship, left her two children in her
home on Tuesday morning and
went out to pick cotton in a field
near the house. Bennie, one of the
children, was about five years old
and the other was a baby of only
sixteen months. There was a fire
in the room in which the children
were. The room adjcining was
fillad with cotton and shucks,

Between g and 10 o’clock in the
morning the woman’s attention was
attracted by the calls of the oldest
child, Bennie, He was standing in
the door of t' e room which con-
tained the cotton. ‘T‘he woman
looked up and, seeing the room on
a fire, ran to the house and at-
tempted to save her children. She
managed to get Bennie out but
could not save the baby and it was
burned to death,

The child who was saved told
Coroner Lindsay that the baby
picked up a coal of fire and crawled

cotton was stored, setting the cotton
and shucks on fite, and that he was
standing in the door calling to the
baby to come on and get out when
his mother’s attention was
tracted to him.

The house was burned to the
ground,

The coroner was sent for on T'ues-
day afternoon and went to the scene,
He took the mother’s testimony
and that of a woman who came to
try to render assistance. Coroner
Lindsay wrote a verdiet of acci-
dental death,

Following is the mother’s testi-
mony:

Texana Warner, sworn, says:
I live with Mr. D. B. Cook. On
December 8, 1903, 1 was in the
field picking cotton about 9 or 10
o’clock. Bennie called me and I
looked and seen smoke coming out
of the back room. T ran to the
house and went in and got Dennie
by the hand and took him ont 1
conld not get to the baby, Frank
Lee Kibler, for the fire was too far
gone. I heard him grunt one time
and then no more. When I ccen
him he was burned to a crisp, 1
think the house was an accidemal
fire,
